Holds Unconstitutional Law Passed 
by Last Legislature Giving 
Them Suffrage

Legislature Can Give Persons Under 
21 Ballot if it Can Women, 
Opinion Says 


( By United Press.) 
Indianapolis, Ind., 
Oct. 2G.— The 
Indiana supreme 
court 
today held 
unconstitutional the law passed by 
the last 
legislature 
granting 
the 
right of suffrage -to women. 
Judges Spencer, My ers and Lairy 
concurred in the decision and H ar­ 
vey disagreed. 
Spencer wrote 
the 
decision. 
Judge Lairy although agreeing in 
the conclusion, did not agree in the 
reasoning 
through 
which 
it 
wa? 
reached. 
The court declared that the con­ 
stitution is so specific in setting out 
the req uirements 
ot‘ voters 
that it 
the legislature has the right to grant 
the suffrage of women, it has 
the 
right to ex tend suffrage to persons 
under *21 y ears of age. 
The ruling is an affirmation 
ot 
the decision handed down by Judge 
Rochford in Marion county superior 
court. 
The decision of the court also ap­ 
plies to the board of school commis­ 
sioners and 
declares 
that women 
shall not have the right to vote for 
these offices although 
it 
had 
been 
believed that they could. 
On this q uestion 
the court say s: 
“There is nothing in the suffrage act 
relative to school offices to indicate 
the general assembly 
was 
under­ 
tak ing to ex ercise authority over the 
offices of school commissioners and 
therefore the entire statute must be 
declared invalid.'M 
Judge Spencer declared the case 
resolved itself 
into 
a q uestion of 
whether or not the general assembly 
has the right 
under 
any 
circum­ 
stances to ex tend the right of suff­ 
rage to any person not provided for 
in the constitution. 
He said: 
“The inq uiry thus suggested, al­ 
though of vital importance, is pure­ 
ly one of constitutional interpreta­ 
tion and no matter how we feel or 
think about the principle of univer­ 
sal suffrage, the 
solution 
of the 
q uestion before us may not rest or 
he influenced hv consideration 
of 
social policy or political economy , 
but must be reached 
in strict ac­ 
cordance with 
recognized 
cannons 
of constitutional construction. 


“With^broper regard for constitu­ 
tional history of the state, as well 
as for the nature of the q uestion 
of the issue, we 
have 
determined 
that the right 
of 
franchise is 
a 
political privilege which can eman­ 
ate only from the peopley either in 
their soverign statement of the or­ 
ganic law 
o r through 
legislative 
enactment which they 
have author­ 
ized. 
Our nex t inq uiry 
is to a s ­ 
certain whether the constitution of 
Indiana authorized 
such 
a state­ 
ment. 
“ Article two , 
sectio n two o f tjhe 
co nstitutio n defines the 
electo ra te 
which 
sha ll 
pa rticipa te in 
ev ery 
sta te, city , to wnship electio n 
a nd 
pro v ides no a utho rity fo r the g ener­ 
a l a ssembly to 
ex tend 
the rig ht o f 
fra nchise to perso ns no t included in 
tha t definitio n.

Reports on America’s 
war

wives must 
conserve 
wheat

carefully if our European allies are 
not to go breadless, 
according 
to 
Chief Charles D. Brand of the U. S. 
department of agriculture’s "Division 
of Markets. 
One 
hundred 
and 
eightv-five 
thousand answers received thus fai 
from 400,000 queries to 
crop 
ex­ 
perts throughout the country show. 
Brand said, that while the 
wheat 
crop is short, there is plenty 
of 
corn. 
“This proves conclusively," said « 
food administration 
official, 
“that 
the argument we are using to get 
the country’s 22,000,000 housewives 
to sign and live up to the conditions 
of the food pledge card during ‘Con­ 
servation Week,’ October 28 
to No­ 
vember 4, is absolutely sound. 
“We have asked them to have at 
least one wheat less meal a day dur­ 
ing ‘Conservation Week’ and we hope 
they will keep this up until the war 
is over. 
“We suggest fhe use of corn bread 
and other cereals mixed with wheat 
instead of so much wheat. 
Brand 
reports a slight shortage of o a ts, 
barley and buckwheat, which con­ 
firms our campaign to make corn the 
chief substitute for wheat. 
Chief Brand on basing his state­ 
ment on reports to his division, urg­ 
ed that housewives be careful not 
to waste food of any kind. 
“We cannot be too careful, ’’ he 
declared, “to advise 
conservation, 
not only during ‘Conservation Week’ 
but at all other times. 
“The wheat crop this year will be 
approximately 672,000,000 
bushels. 
Last year's crop, which was shorter 
even than thU 
year’s was 
about 
668,000,000 bushels. 
Corn 
production 
last 
year 
amounted to about 2,600,000,000 bu. 
We expect 3,200,000,000 bushels of 
corn this year.’’ 
Chief Brand expects all but about 
100,000 of the 400,000 answers to 
iis war' crop census queries within 
the next week. 
He will then isMie a 
complete and exact statement 
of 
what the country’s food resources 
are this year. He feels that the pre­ 
sent figures are reliably indicative, 
however.

At the meeting of the directors of 
the Red Cross to be held early next \ 
week for the election of officers, the 
matter of sending Christmas pres­ 
ents to the “Sammies” abroad from 
the local Red Cross will be decided 
upon. 
The need for the decision is 
that the money from the fund for 
hospital supplies can not be appro­ 
priated for this purpose; it is to be 
raised by personal subscription. • 
For the convenience of those who 
wish to send Christmas packages to 
the soldiers or sailors abroad, the 
postal department has made a num­ 
ber of suggestions. 
In order that 
packages will reach the “Sammy” on 
Christmas morning, it must be mail­ 
ed by 
November 
15, 
preferably 
earlier. 
Packages must pot exceed 
seven pounds in weight, for French 
railroads will not carry mail pack­ 
ages weighing more. 
They must be 
wrapped securely and in such a way 
that they can easily be inspected by 
government authorities before they 
go abroad. 
“Christmas Mail” must 
be written plainly on the package be­ 
fore it is mailed, in order that it will 
be delivered at 
the proper 
time. 
Only with the fullest co-operation of 
the public can the postal authorities 
attain the result for which they are 
striving for the benefit of the Amer­ 
ican soldiers and sailors receiving 
their Christmas mail. 
The Red Cross society is planning 
that every soldier and sailor whether 
at home or 
abroad will receive a 
Christmas package. Christmas trees 
will be erected at every army post in 
this country and moving pictures and 
other entertainment will be provided.

Holds Unconstitutional Law Passed 


by Last Legislature Giving 


Them Suffrage

Legislature Can Give Persons Under

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 26.—The 


Indiana supreme court 
today held 


unconstitutional the law passed by 
the last 
legislature 
granting 
the 


right of suffrage to women. 


Judges Spencer, Myers and Lairy 


concurred in the decision and Har- 
vey disagreed. 
Spencer wrote 
the 


decision. 


Judge Lairy aMioiigh agreeing in 


the conclusion, /lid not agree in the 
reasoning 
through whirl] it 


reached. 


The court declared that the con- 


, stit-ution is so specific in setting out 


the requirements 
of voters 
that il 


the legislature has the right to grant 
the suffrage of women, it has 
the 


right to •extend suffrage to persons 
under 21 years of "age. 


The ruling is an affirmation 
of 


the decision handed down by Judge 
Rochford \in Marion county supenpr- 
court. 


The .decision of the court also ap- 


plies to the board of school commis- 
sioners and 
declares 
that women 


shall not have the right to vote for 
these offices although it had been 
believed that they could. 


On this question 
tne court says: 


"There is nothing in the suffrage act 
relalfive to school offices to indicate 
the general assembly was under- 
taking to exercise authority over the 
offices of school c-ommissioners and 
therefore the entire statute must be 
declared invalid." 


Judge Spencer declared the case 


resolved itself 
into 
a question of 


whether or not the general assembly 
has the right under 
any 
circum- 


stances to extend the right of suff- 
rage to any person not provided for 
in the constitution. He said: 


"The inquiry thus suggested, al- 


though of vital importance, is pure- 
ly one of constitutional interpreta- 
tion and no matter how we feel or 
Iliink about the principle of univer- 
sal suffrage, the 
solution 
of the 


question before us may not rest or 
be influenced by consideration 
of 


social policy or political economy, 
but Kmst be reached 
in -strict ac- 


cordance with 
recognized 
cannons 


of constitutional construction. 


"Wirh^proper regard for constitu- 


tional history of the state, as well 
as for the nature of the '-question 
of the issue, we 'have 
determined 


that the right 
of 
franchise is a 


political privilege which can eman- 
ate only from the people,/ either in 
their sovcngn statement of the or- 
ganic law 
or through 
legislative 


enactment which they have author- 
ized. 
Our next inquiry 
is to- as- 


certain whether the constitution of 
Indiana authorized 
such a state- 


ment.
